THE FOURTH VETO. 


Washington, June 30.—The follow- 


ing is the text of the veto message re- 
ceived from President Hayes to-day: 
To the House of Representatives : 
I return to the house of representatives, 
In which it originated, ttiebillentitlcd 
"An Act Making Appropriations to Pay 
the Fees of United States Marshals nnd 
their General Deputies," with the follow- 
ing objections to its becoming a law : 
Thebill appropriatestliosum of $600,000 


for payment during the fiscal year ending 
the 30th of Juno. l8SO, of United States 
marshals nnd their general deputies. The 
officers thus provided for tire essential to 
the faithful execution of the laws. They 
wcro created nnd their powers and, duties 
defined by congress at Its first session 
after the adoption of the constitution, in 
the 
judiciary 
act 
which 
was 
approved 
on 
September 2tth 1780. 
Their general duties ns defined In the net 
that originally established them were 
BubstnnUally the same ns Miose.prescribed 
In the statutes now in force. The princi- 
pal provlnion on the subject In the revised 
statutes is ns follows: 
faction 787. "Itshnll bo the duty of the 
marshal of eaflh district to attend district 
and circuit court* when'sitting therein 
and to execute throughout the district all 
lawful precept* diiwud to him and loaned 
ondpr authority ortbpWnitel Bt4t#6,aml 


he Bhall have the power to command all 
necessary assistance in the execution of 
hUduty." 
The original act was amended February 
28th, 1795! and the amendment IB now 
found in the revised statutes in the follow- 
ing form: 
Sec. 7BS. "Marshals and their deputies 
shall have In each state the same powers 
in executing the laws of the United States 
as sheriBs and their deputies in such state 
may have, by law, in executing the laws 
thereof." 
By subsequent statutes additional duties 
have been from time to time imposed upon 
marshals and their deputies the due and 
regular performance of which are required 
for the efficiency of almost every branch 
of the public service. 
Without these 
officers there, there would be no means of 
executing warrant*, decrees or other pro- 
cess of courts, nnd the Judicial system of 
the country would be fatally-defective. 
The criminal jurisdiction of courts of the 
United States ia very extensive. Crimei 
committed within the maritime jurisdic- 
tion ofthe United States are all cognizable 
only in the courts of the United States. 
Crimea against public justice and against 
the operations of the government such as 
forging or counterfeiting money or securi- 
ties of the United States, crimes against 
the postal laws, oGences against the elec- 
tive'franchise, against the civil rights of 
citizens, against the existence of tbe gov- 
ernment, Crimea against J-h^internal r,oy- 
enue and customs laws, crimes against th'e* 
laws for the protection of Indians and 
public lands; all of these crimes and 
many others can be punished only under 
the United States laws—laws which 
tafeen together constitute the body of the 
jurisprudence which is vital to the wel- 
fare of the whole country, and which can 
be enforced only by means of marshals 
and deputy marshals of the United States. 
In the District ol Columbia all of the pro- 
cesses of the courts are executed by tbe of- 
ficers In question. In short, the execution 
of criminal laws of the United States, the 
service of all civil process in coses in 
which the United States is aparty.and the 
execution of revenue laws, neutrality laws, 
and many other laws of large importance 
depend on the maintenance of Marshals 
and their deputies. They are in effect 
only tbe policeof the United States gov^ 
eminent. Officers with corresponding du- 
ties and powers are found in every state 
of the union and in every county which 
has a jurisprudence which is worthy of 
the name. To deprive the national gov- 
ernment of these officers would be as dis- 
astrous to the country as to abolish sheriffs, 
constables and police officers in theseveral 
States. It would be a denial to theUnited 
of the right to execute its laws, a denial of 


to be paid, the funds needed for those pur- 
poses being collecte-i from the people and 
are now in the treasury. No objection Is 
therefore made to that part of the bill be- 
fore me which appropriates money for the 
support 
of 
marshals 
and 
deputy 
marshals of the United States. The 
bill contains, however, other provisions 
which 
are identical in 
tenor .and 


offect with the second section of the bill 
entitled "An act mating appropriations 
for certain Judicial expenses," winch, on 
the 23d of the present month, was return- 
ed to tbe house of representatives .with 
my objections to its approval. The pro- 
visious referred to are as follows: 
Sections. i!That the sums appropriated 
in this act for persons and public service, 
embraced in Its provisions are in full for 
such persons and public service for the 
fiscal year ending .Tune 30, 18SO, and no 
department or officer of the govern- 
ment shall during said nscal year 
make any contract or Incur any liability 
for the future* payment of money under 
any of the provisions of act 26 mentioned 
in a section of this act until theappropria- 
tion sufficient to meet such contract or 
pay sucb liabilities shall have first been 
made by law." 
Upon thtj reconsideration in the house of 
representatives ofthe bill, which contain- 
ed these provisions, it lacted a constitu- 
tional majority and therefore failed to be- 
come n law. In order to secure its enact- 
ment the same measure is again present- 
ed for my approval coupled in the bill be- 
fore me with appropriations for the sup- 
port of the marshals and theirdeputtes 
during the next fiscal year. The object 
manifestly to place before the executive 
this alternative, either to allow the neces- 
sary functions of the public service to be 
crippled or suspended for want ofthe ap- 
propriationB required to keep them in op- 
iration, or to approve legislation which 
.n official communications to congress 
he has declared would be a violation 
of his constitutional duty. Thus in this 
bill the principal is embodied that by 
virtue of the previsions of theconstttution 
which requires that all bills for raising 
revenues shall originate in the house of 
representatives, a majority ofthe house 
has the right to withhold appropriations 
for the support of the government, unless 
the executive consents to approve any 
legislation which may be attached to an 
appropriation bill. I respectfully refer to 
communications on this subject whieh I 
have sent to congress during its present 
session 
for a 
statement 
of 
the 
grounds of my conclusions and desire 
here merely to re peat that in my judgment 
to establish the principle of this bill is to 
make n radical ami dangerous and uncon- 
stitutional change in the character of our 
' istitutlons. (Signed)

[as they often express it) at the back 
of the roof of the mouth, just where 
ihey cannot reach it.

The original act was amended February 
28th, 179^ and 
the amendment is now 
fonnd in the revised statutes in the follow- 
ing form: 


Sto. 788. "Marshals and their deputies 
shall have in each state the same m w e r s 
in executing the laws of the Unitea States 
as sheriflRs and their deputies in such state 
m a y have, by law, in executing the laws 
thereof.'» 


By subsequent statutes additional duties 
have been from time to time imposed upon 
marshals and their deputies the due and 
regular performance of which are required 
for the efficiency of almost every branch 
of the public 
service. 
Without 
these 
officers there, there would be no means of 
executing warrants, decrees or other pro- 
cess of courts, and the Judicial system of 
the country would be fatally defective. 
The criminal Jurisdiction of courts of the 
United States is very extensive. 
Crime i 
committed within the maritime jurisdic- 
tion of the United States are all cognizable 
only in the courts of the United 
States. 
Crimes against public Justice and against 
the operations of the government such as 
forging or counterfeiting money or securi- 
ties of the United States, crimes against 
the postal laws, ofifences against the elec- 
tive franchise, against the civil rights of 
citizens, against the existence of the gov- 
ernment, crimes against the internal rev- 
enue and customs laws, crimes against the 
laws for the protection of Indians and 
public lands; all of these crimes and 
m a n y others can be punished only under 
the 
United 
States 
laws—laws 
which 
taken together constitute the body of the 
Jurisprudence which is vital to the wel- 
fare of the whole country, and which can 
be enforced only by means of marshals 
and deputy marshals of the United States. 
In the District oi Columbia all of the pro- 
cesses of the courts are executed by the of- 
ficers in question. In short, the execution 
of criminal laws of the United States, the 
service of all civil process in cases in 
which the United States is a party, and the 
execution of revenue laws, neutrality laws, 
and m a n y other laws of large importance 
depend on the maintenance ot Marshals 
and their deputies. 
They are in effect 
only the police of the United States gov; 
ernment. Officers with corresponding du- 
ties and powers are found in every state 
of the union and in every county which 
has a jurisprudence which is worthy of 
the name. To deprive the national gov- 
ernment of these officers would be as dis- 
astrous to the country iis to abolish sheriffs, 
constables and police officers in the several 
States. It would be a denial to the United 
of the right to execute its laws, a denial of 
all ^authority which requires the use of 
civil force. The law entitles these officers 
to be paid, the funds needed for those p u r 
poses being collecte'i from the people and 
are now in the treasury. 
No objection is 
therefore made to that part of the bill be- 
fore me which appropriates money for the 
support 
of 
marshals 
and 
deputy 
marshals of 
the 
United 
States. 
The 
bill contains, however, other provision 
which 
are 
identical 
in 
tenor 
and 
offect with the second section of the bill 
entitled "An act making 
appropriations 
for certain judicial expenses," which, on 
the 23d of the present month, was return 
ed to the house of representatives with 
m y objections to its approval. The pro 
visions referred to are as follows: 


Section 2. '/That the sums appropriated 
in this act for persons and public service 
embraced in its provisions are in full for 
sucli persons and public service for the 
fiscal year ending J u n e ;iO, 1880, and no 
department 
or officer of 
the 
govern 
ment shall 
during 
said 
ftscal 
year 
m a k e any contract or incur any liability 
for the future payment of money under 
any of the provisions of act 26 mentioned 
in a section of tkis act until theappropria 
tion sufficient to meet such contract or 
pay such liabilities shall have first been 
made by law." 


Upon the reconsideration in the house of 
representatives of the bill, which contain 
ed these provisions, it lacked a constitu 
tional majority and therefore failed to be 
come a law. 
In order to secure its enact 
ment the same measure is again present 
ed for my approval coupled in the bill be 
fore me with appropriations for the sup 
port of the marshals and their deputies 
during the next fiscal year. 
The object 
manifestly to place before the executive 
this alternative, either to allow the neces 
sary functions of the public service to be 
crippled or suspended for want of the a p 
propriations required to keep them in op 
eration, or to approve legislation 
which 
official communications to congress 
he 
has declared would be a violation 
of his constitutional duty. 
Thus in this 
bill the principal is embodied that by 
Virtue of the provisions of the constitution 
which requires that all bills for raising 
revenues shall originate in the house of 
representatives, a majority of the house 
has the right to withhold appropriations 
for the support of the government, unless 
the executive consents to approve a n y 
legislation which may be attached to an 
appropriation bill. I respectfully refer to 
communications on this subject whieh 
have sent to congress during its present 
session 
for

statement 
of 
the 
rounds of m y 
conclusions and desire 
iere merely to repeat that in m y judgment 
to establish the principle of this bill is to 
make a radical and dangerous and uncon- 
stitutional change in the character of our 
institutions.

THE FOURTH VETO. 


Washington, June 30.—The follow- 
ing is the text of the veto message re- 
ceived from President Hayes to-aay: 
To the House of Representatives : 


I return to the house of representatives, 
in which it originated, the bill entitled 
"An Act Making Appropriations to Pay 
the Fees of United States Marshals and 
their General Deputies," with the follow- 
ing objections to its becoming a law : 


The bill appropriates the sum of g600,000 
for payment during the fiscal year ending 
the 30th of June, 1880, of United States 
marshals and their general deputies. 
The 
officers thus provided for are essential to 
the faithful execution of the laws.

after the adoption of the constitution, in

The number of bills introduced the 
present session is about 2,525. 


Much of the morning hour was con 
sumed in reading bills introduced and 
taking yeas and nays upon a motion 
of reference. The last vote showed 
155 members present, 13 more than a 
quorum. 


The veto message of the president 
was read. The house refused to pass 
the bill over the veto, the vote stand- 
ing—yeas, 83; nays, 62—not the nec- 
essary two-thirds in the aflSrmative. 
The speaker requested members not 
to leave the city to-day. 


A message was read from the pres- 
ident calling attention to the imme- 
diate necessity

voice. 


To arrive at the true inwardness of 
the above rumors, a reporter called 
upon a prominent member of the 
congregation this morning when the 
following interview took place :

Although there is no 
resignation in yet I think he will ten- 
der one when he returns, and it will 
be accepted. 
Are you an attendant at 
the church?" 


"No sir, I am connected with the
